m dispute over boundarlee exists now between Conammlst Chine end 
Mongolia, but a dispute could easily arise. ALmost the entire length 
of the boundary Is underoarcatecX, and there Is coneideratile confusion 
tibout Its exact location. Since the CcsraBinlst takeover the govemw^nte 
of CcatuHunlst China and Itengolle have maintained very friendly redetlcnss 
and there have been no dlfflcuXtlea about boundairiss although minor 
local disputes along the border, aaialy over grazing rifjhtsJ have 
occurred. One recent unconfisiced report mentioned a pending dispute 
over a Chinese claim to portions of j^ngolia, but details are not 
currently available and there have been no reports of incidents arising 
trcm tois alleged claim. If relations between the two countries becone 
less friendly, however, a serious border dispute could arise unless the 
boTindary Is demarcated or 5 at leaafc, properly defined. 

.Veiy few serious attempts have been made to delineate the bouudaiy. 
Most of the area Is still unsurveyed and very poorly mspped — a condi- 
tion which has led to wide variations in interpreting the location of 
the boundary. Both China and Mongolia take noticeable cartographic 
liberties in their delineations of the boundsiiy on msps and each country 
depicts ^ost the entire length in Its own favor by mar^ thousands of * 
square miles. Although Chinese Caomunlst maps have shown notable 
differences from one to another in their interpretation of the MoniTolian 
border, they have been consistent in claiming large amounba of territory 
along the border. In 1941, representatives of the Jepanese pippet govern- 
ment of Manchukuo and the Mongolls© government danarcated a portion of th'j 
eastern part of the boundary near Pel-ei^ Hu (Lake Buyr}.'^«- i^parently 
the Chinese Ccinmunists do not recc^lze this danarcatlon. T5iey consis- 
tently show a boundary different frcan the one in the d0i^a7*catlon agreeraenrb, 
wiiich is the basis for the Mongolian interpretation of the boundary in 
this area. 3ovl.et maps support the Jfongolien interpretation in this 
sector, and they also agree more closely with Mongolian maps for the 
remainder of the boundary, 

Jjocal incidents involving grazinc: ri^ts have occurred occasionally 
eiaong ncsnadic groups along the border, especially between the Kazakhs 
of SiaMang and the Bfongols along the western part of the border, The 
pTObability that incidents of this type could precipitate a border dispute 
has been g3?eatly reduced ly the introduction of the CcaiKiunist systsim of 
regimentation, which maintains greater control over freedom of inov<m»ent 
among the nomads on both sides of the border.

It was further decided that the 
boundaries should extend vertically above 
and below the surface of the ground.

The agreeanent and the annexes were fomally ratified in Harbin on 
5 May 1942 through an exchange of letters between Chan Chlng-hui, Premier 
of Manchutuo, and Choybalsan, ITeoier of the Mongolian Peoples Republic.
